$23 per acre on each acre planted

For tenants who 


plant more than the limit without 
knowledge of the landlord, a fine 
of not less than $10 nor more than 
$500 would be assessed.

Story-telling Teacher Imbedded Profound New Ideals 


in Familiar Incidents — Renewing the 


Freshness of Stale Truths.

Truth become trite with time. 
"Familiarity dulls the keen edge of 
perception. How to freshen stale 
knowledge is every teacher's prob- 
lem. It takes mental 
gymnastics 


to enable one to throw one's self 
back into the times when old truths 
were new. Only the real student 
can understand the state of mind 
of the world into which Jesus came, 
bringing astoum'.irs new messages 
concerning the tublimest subjects. 
His words are pait of the warp 
and whoof of our age's common 
thinking; so we cannot easily re- 
construct the era 
which 
found 


them novel and revolutionary. Tho 
folk to whom He told wonderful 
new things were not clear in their 
thinking about God or about the 
Messiah or about immortality or 
about life itself 


It is no new thing for people to 


be bewildered by life and by relig- 
ion, as so many are today, despite 
the passession of inherited Chris- 
tian terms and 
thinking. 
Life's 


problems were acute and life's bur- 
dens heavy and life's vision dim in 
the hard world which Jesus enter- 
ed. 
We have come a long way 


since then, in our knowledge, in 
our social habits and in our concep- 
tion of the Great Teacher's instruc- 
tion, clad in story form: for "with- 
out a parable spake He not unto 
them." 


Fresh truth, without 
precedent, 
was brought by Jesus. 
Yet he 


clothed it in the everyday farments 
of the common speech of HU time. 
His talks were not in the prevail- 
ing Greek language of culture, nor 
in the resounding Latin 
of 
the 


dominant race, but in the homely 
Aramaic of the humble 
folk 
of 


field anl lake and village. His par- 
abes were not drawn from the clas- 
sics—here is a hint for book-taught 
parsons?—but from the 
familiar 


scenes of the common life. 
Little Pictures of Great 
In a cluster of stories, 


could find easy lodgment in tlie 
minds of even illiterate hearers, and 
so in time germinate and grow in- 
to knowledge, the peerless Teacher 
set forth the nature of the King- 
dom of Heaven. 
Now this was, 


and still is, the most important sub- 
ject in the universe. The Jewish 
Rabbis had localized it into a nar- 
row nationalism, just 
as 
many 


Christians have limited it to the 
Church. 
The Kingdom which Je- 


sus expounded and no such boun- 
dary stones. 
He left it limitless, 


"A kingdom without frontiers." 


Greater than nation or Church 


is the Kingdom; for it includes all 
the forces and folk over whom the 
King reigns. 
Acceptance of His 


sovereignty is the sign of citizen- 
ship therein. The Church is in the 
Kingdom, but not all of te King- 
dom is within the Church. "Other 
sheep have I, which are not in this 
fold." 
In the series of parables 


which are the 
present 
Lesson, 


Christ portrayed some aspects of 
the Kingdom; as an 
artist, may 


paint tiny pictures of great land- 
scapes. 


What About the Hypocrites? 
Nodding heads of assent, for in a 


land of petty feuds all knew the ac- 
curacy of the picture, the crowd 
heard Jesus liken the Kingdom to a 
wheat field, wherein by night an 
enemy had secretly sown tares, or 
darnel. Here was thep roblcm of 
the mixture of good and evil in 
life: a perfect portrayal of hypo- 
crites In the Church, for instance. 


What to do? 
Should the ser- 


vants invade the growing grain and 
try to pluck out the evil plants, 
which at first Jooked so similar? 
No: for that would mean the de- 
struction of much 
good 
wheat. 


"Have patience/' said Jesus; "wait 
until the harvest, which tests all. 
Then there can be no mistaking 
(ares for wheat; and ultimately the 
good grain will go into the garner 
and the weeds into the fire." Don't 
bother about the hypocrites in the 
church; for one thing, they may be 
confused with 
weak 
Christians. 
Leave the decision to the Lord of 
the harvest. 
The end 
is always 


with 
God—and Jesus forever ex- 


alted the authority of the Father, 
•whose chief concern, after all, is 
te Kingdom. 


Little Seeds, Biff Plants. 


If this first parable was one of 


patience, the second was a pic- 
ture of growth. "Tho kingdom of 
heaven is like a grain of mustard 
seed. . . . which inded is the least 
of all seeds, but when it is grown, 
it is greatest among herbs, and be- 
Cometh a tree." 


What could have been smaller or 


more obscure than the beginnings 
of Christ's own cause? He was a 
homeless, 
propertyless. 
itinerant 


mechanic, talking to the rabable, 
heaaling and helping a 
hundred 


miles away from His birthplace in 
an obscure province of the Roman 
Empire. 
Now behold His visible 


Kingdom, frontierless, found in ev- 
ery nation under heaven. No stu- 
dent of this parable will ever de- 
spise the doy of small things. The 


' mustard seed hasa become a wide- 
spread tree, in the shade of which 
s. myriad millions have found shel- 
ter: and the leaves of which are for 
the healing of the nations. In spite 
of a! learth's commotions—yes, and 
ovrn by them—the Kingdom still 
grows. 


The Leaven That WorUs. 


Silly parroters of fanatics 
and 


unfounded exegesis keep saying that 
leaven is always used in the Bible 
as a symbol or 
evil; 
although 


Jesus likens it to the Kingdom. His 
women hearers felt flattered when 
He Went into their realm for this 
parable: "The Kingdom of Heaven 
is like unto leaven, which a wom- 
an took, and hid in three measures 
of moal, till the whole was leaven- 
ed.'' 


In this picture-story 
the 
wise 


reader will perceive somewhat of 
the vastness of the leavening pow- 
er of the Gospel 
throughout the 


whole heart, even in places where 
Christ Himself is not recognized.

I must restrain my pen at this 
point lest it run away with tales 
of recovered and unrecovered bu- 
ried treasure, known to me in the 
Orient. 
I know a peasant living

jar orf Lydian gold coins. I know 
—but stop! the present record is of 
the greater treasure, which is the 
Kingdom of Heaven. 
Jesus told two of the 
familiar 


stories, so dear to the dwellers in 
the old, old world, of a man'who 
found treasure in a field; and of a 
merchant who came 
across 
the 


pearl of great price. Of 
all 
the 


riches old and new, that this world 
yield, the greatest is the Kingdom, 
—which may be had for any one's 
asking. 


All Kinds of Fish, 
I never caught a big |tsh in the 
Lake of Galilee, only small ones; 
but I have seen the big ones brought 
in by native fishermen. And I have 
watched the hauling of the great 
nets at sunset, by this very north- 
ern shore where Jesus spoke His 
parables. 
Everybody 
who heard 


him was familiar with the scene. 
So they were alert when He liken- 
ed the Kingdom to a net that gath- 
ered all kinds of fish, 
some 
of 


which were discarded. 


In considering 
the 
comprehen- 


siveness of the 
Kingdom, 
which 


this parable portrays, let it be re- 
memberede that the 
fish 
which 


were thrown away were not the 
small ones, but those ceremonially 
unclean, by the Mosaic law. The 
East uses tiny fish to an extent be- 
yond our experience. 
And 
the 


Kingdom 
cherishes 
the 
"little 


ones." Not size, but character, is 
the test In this parable.

H is important that the taxpayer 


render on or before the due date— 
March 15. 3930, if filed on the calen- 
dar year basis—as complete and 
final return as possible.

Applica- 
tion for an extension should be ad- 
dressed to the collector of internal 
revenue for the district in which the 
taxpayer files his return, together 
with a full recital of the cause for 
the delay. 
Except in the case of 


taxpayers who are abroad, no ex- 
tension may be granted for a pe- 
riod of more than six months. The 
request must be made before the 
return is due. An extension of time 
for filing a return docs not extend 
the time for payment of the tax, 
or any installment thereof, unless 
so specified in the extension.

Nearly 20 years have passed since 
the appearance of a bright comet. 
When will the next one visit us? 
This question is frequently asked. 


Every year a number of comets 


are discovered. In 1925, the ban- 
ner year thus -far, 11 were picked 
up with the telescope. 


In revolutions around the sun, 


comets follow elliptical paths of 
high eccentricity, most of which 
extend far beyond tho orbit of the 
most remote planet, Neptune. For 
a single circuit around the sun 
thn majority of the comets re- 
quire thousands of years. 


.Some comets have smaller orbits. 


They recede from the sun only as 
far as the orbit of Jupiter or of 
another outer planet. 


Rut 
those short-period 
comets, 


with a single exception; never are 
veiy/brighf. The notable exception 
is Halley's comet which returns

WASHINGTON, March 12.— 


The tomb of William Howard Taft 
will be marked for posterity with 
a memorial shaft befitting the high 
place he held in the heart of the 
American people. 


The monument Is to be selected 


by Mrs. Taft and their three chil- 
dren, who chose the Silvan Nook 
in Arlington national cemetery in 
which the man who was president 
and chief justice is now at rest. 


With guns booming: a requiem, 


with President Hoover and the 
mighty of the government stand- 
ing by and with platoons from the 
army, the navy and 
the marine 


corps drawn up in last salute for 
one who had been their command- 
er-ln-chief, the body of the dead 
president was lowered to its last 
home yesterday as the day was 
drawing to a close. 


Then, as the volleys echoed and 


died across the broad 
fields of 


Arlington, came 
the soft clear 


notes 
of 
the 
bugle, 
sounding 
"taps," and the sky, thick 
with 


clouds and falling rain throughout 
the day, brightened, a bit of blue 
appeared, and a soft ray of light 
played about the top of the Wash- 
ington monument and the spires of 
the city, hazily visible across the 
broad Potomas. 


Great and Lowly Pay Tribute 
It .had been a day in'which both 
great and lowly had paid their tri- 
bute to a great American. For an 
hour an da half, the body had Iain 
in state in the rotunda of the capi- 
tol, v/hile long lines of plain citi- 
zens, v/ho had stood in the foiling 
rain for 
this 
opportunity, filed 


slowly past. 


Then had come the church serv- 


ices, simple ceremonies conducted 
by the Taft family pastor, the Rev. 
Ulysses G. B, Pierce. 
There were 


hymns played upon the organ and 
chimes, prayers, scripture reading, 
the recitation of a few poems that 
Mr. Taft had loved in life. 
From the church 
the funeral 


procession filed slowly across the 
Potomac and up the winding road 
to Arlington. 
At 
Fort Mycr, it 


was joined by the military and nav- 
al units, which led the day to the 
quiet hillside that was the buriaj 
place. 
Taps For Taft 


The casket of the dead president 


was lifted from the black draped 
caisson that had carried It from 
his home to the capitol, to 
the 


church and finally to the cemetery, 
and borne to the graveside. A mul- 
titude of lesser folk, who could not 
see for the cluster of distinguished 
citizens and the military, stood lis- 
tening in the solemn hush that had 
fallen over the assemblage. 


Dr. Pierce read the four stanzas 


of Tennyson's "crossing the bar." 
There was a brief pause and then 
three volleys of rifle fire crashed 
into the stillness. 
Another pause 


and "taps/-

Taft Manning, Robert A. 


and Charles P. Taft. were the first 
to leave. Then, President and Mrs, 
Hoover drove away, end finally the 
crowd dispersed.

One old fellow with gray hair, hnd 
been in a brawl and came to 
stand with a bandage about 
head. He looked very feeble.

ferendum. 


It said tho organization felt that 


the press, which had been in the 
past and should be now a moral 
and civic asset, ought, with out re- 
gard "to the personal opinions of 
owner and editor, to get fair rep-

abiding people and 
the govern- 


ment."Wealthy Attitude Scored 


It added 'that in 
view of the 


"disloyal and dangerous" attitude 
of men and women of wealth and 
influence that 
law 
enforcement 


groups should be formed through- 
out the country. 


The creed affirmed a belief in 


the constitution and said "we be- 
lieve that prohibition of 
opium, 


alcohol, and other habit making 
drugs is a necessary protection in 
this machine age." . 


It expressed the firm belief that 


the eighteenth amendment, ratified 
by 4£ of the 48 states, was binding 
oh all and that the limit of one- 
half of one percent on intoxicating 
liquors was a "safe" standard for 
children and those not inoculated 
with alcohol.

Further it asserted a belief of 


economic benefits of 
millions of 


dollars had resulted under prohi- 
bition and said It believed that the
